Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: An interview was conducted for this application together with 
application 10/287,455 on 3/22/2007. However, a record of the interview was only placed in the file for 10/287,455. The 
substance of the interview is repeated here to complete the record for the instant application: 
"The general point of disagreement over the obviousness of a probe given the disclosure of a sequence containing the 
sequence of the probe was discussed. The examiners suggested trying to ascertain from the applicant whether any 
probe sequence in the original disclosure (not limited to those elected for examination purposes) would be unlikely to 
be found within a Bacillus rRNA sequence known in the art prior to the priority date for the instant claims (1 1/02/2001). 
The examiners agreed that if such a probe sequence were put forth, it would be searched and, if not found within a 
known Bacillus rRNA sequence, such a probe could impart patentability." .
